separates  us  from  China  each  in¬ 
dividual  locality  and  section  posses¬ 
sed  certain  traits  which  set  it  apart 
from  others.  The  principle  of  states’  ; 
rights  Is  today  still  a  political  rally¬ 
ing  point  although  it  has  ceased  to 
have  any  practical  significance  in  a 
world  which  crosses  all  the  states  in 
the  course  of  a  day.  Our  ideas  of 
democracy,  how  often  do  we  parrot 
words  of  Jackson,  political  speeches 
designed  to  appeal  to  a  people  of  1 
1838  os  gospel  truth  for  1938?  There 
is  a  vast  and  a  broad  gap  between 
what  our  hands  have  wrought  and 
what  our  ideas  are.  This  gap,  or  this 
lag  between  what  we  have  done 
and  what  we  think  about  what  we 
have  done  is  described  as  social  lag. 
It  is  a  gap  which  prevents  us  from 
utilizing  the  benefits  of  the  scientific 
age  in  which  we  live. 

Today  we  devote  less  and  less 
time  to  fulfilling  the  fundamental 
primitive  necessities  of  providing 
food,  clothing  and  shelter,  yet  we  find 
that  we  do  not  have  them  in  abun¬ 
dance.  What  is  it  that  keeps  us  from 
running  the  marvelous  inventions  of 
our  scientists  ot  .their  full  speed  and 
enjoying  the  production  which  it  is 
capable  of  turning  out?  It’s  1838  Ideas. 
We  are  operating  a  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  machine  with  ideas  still  fasten¬ 
ed  to  the  date  when  the  Mansion 
was  built.  On  every  side  of  us  there 
are  increasing  evidences  of  the  fact 
that  we  can  no  longer  continue  to 
thus  lag  behind  without  serious 
maladjustments.  In  Europe  revivals 
of  barbarism,  mysticism,  mediaeval 
emphasis  of  physical  prowess  and 
other  evidences  of  atavistic  throw¬ 
backs  are  making  their  appearances 
because  people  were  unable  to  ad¬ 
just  the*  ways  of  thinking  to  the 
new  ways  of  living.  If  that  is  not  to 
happen  in  America,  and  it  can  happen 
here,  we  must  tc  prepared  to  face 
daring  and  decisive  changes  in  our 
social  organization,  changes  that  will 
bring  us  nearer  to  the  present,  and 
farther  from  1038.  As  we  celebrate 
the  hundred  years  of  the  Mansion,  let 
us  then  really  celebrate  the  hundred 
years  that  have  passed,  not  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  that  have  passed  In  physi¬ 
cal  nrooress  but  which  have  actually

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religious  experience  consists  neither 
in  the  worship  of  God  nor  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  brotherly  acts,  when  cith¬ 
er  is  done  alone.  Together,  but  never 
separately,  they  constitute  the  re¬ 
ligious  experience  of  Christians.  In 
seeking  unity  with  God  through  wor¬ 
ship  one  becomes  acutely  aware  of 
the  hate  and  fear  and  injustice  in 
the  world.  To  complete  the  religious 
act  one  must  do  everything  possible 
to  substitute  love  and  trust  for  fear 
and  hate  in  the  world.  The  Christian 
Association  seeks  to  play  its  part  in 
making  God's  will  operative  in  per¬ 
sonal  and  campus  relationships  and 
in  broader  social  relationships. 

Membership  in  the  Association  is 
open  to  any  student,  or  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  interested  in  its  purpose.  Recog¬ 
nizing  that  students  vary  greatly  in 
their  religious  development,  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  in  the  Association  mem¬ 
bership  ■  for  students  who  are  only 
vaguely  aware  that  their  desire  for 
better  campus  attitudes  is  related  to 
the  Christian  religion;  for  students 
who  have  become  temporarily  dis¬ 
illusioned  with  some  institutional  ex- 
preesic-.i  of  religion;  and  for  mature, 
convinced,  growing  Christians. 

Many  of  the  values  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Christian  Association  are  shar¬ 
ed  together  cr  less  degree  by  the 
church,  tbe  college  or  the  home.  The 
unique  function  of  the  Student  Chris¬ 
tian  Association  lies  in  five  of  its 
attributes: 

(1)  It  is  a  free,  voluntary,  locally 
autonomous,  fellowship.  It  is  free 
from  any  external  authority  to  ex¬ 
periment  with  new  interpretations 
of  the  Christian  faith  and  to  pioneer 
into  new  fields  of  social  action.  Its 
highest  authority  is  the  Christian 
insight  of  the  members  of  the  group. 
This  free,'  unfettered  character  of 
the  Associations  has  been  the  struc¬ 
tural  cause  of  the  new  and  creative 
insights  the  Associations  have  helped 
to'  give  to  modem  Christian  experi¬ 
ence  Society  must  always  have  free, 
independent  groups  to  explore  new,  ! 
powerful;-  more  permanent  institti-  [ 
tions  to  conserve  the  values  of  the 
past  and  to  select  from  the  experi¬ 
ments  of  the  present  those  which 
have  lasting  value. 

(2)  The  Christian  Association  is 
representative  of  all  the  varied  Chris¬ 
tian  groups  on  the  campus,  Through 
It  Christians  attempt  to  satisfy  their 
longing  for  the  Church  Universal, 
which  transcends  all  the  divisions 
of  present-day  religious  life,  blit  at 
the  same  time  to  remain  within  an 
actual  Church.  Student  leaders  who 
leam  to  work  together  through  the 
Christlon  Association  will  play  their 
part  in  unifying  the  divided  Chris¬ 
tian  Church. 

(3)  The  Association  includes  in 
its  membership  students  who  have 
temporarily  renounced  the  Church  or 
who  have  never  been  a  part  of  it. 
Through  working  in  the  Association 
many  of  these  come  to  see  new  values 
In  the  Christian  religion  and  con' 
tinue  to  participate  in  religious  move¬ 
ments  after  college. 

(4)  Being  an  indigenous  part  of 
campus  life,  the  Association  is  in  a 
position  to  affect  vitally  tbe  total  life 
of  the  campus.

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FIFTH  CELEBRATION  OF 
PARENTS'  DAY  OBSERVED 


One  of  G.  S.  C.  W.’s  best-loved 
traditions,  that  of  observing  Parents’ 
Day,  was  established  in  1934  when 
he  first  celebration  was  held  under 
tbe  sponsorship  of  the  Granddaugh¬ 
ters’  club. 

On  May  11,  1934,  approximately 
five  hundred  parents  gathered  on 
the  campus  as  the  guests  of  their 
college  daughters.  The  program  in 
the  morning  included  registration  with 
the  dormitories  competing  for  attend¬ 
ance  prizes,  a  special  chapel  pro¬ 
gram  put  on  by  students,  and  a  tour 
of  the  campus  with  sightseeing  groups 
being  organized  by  student  “guides.” 
A  barbecue  on  the  front  campus 
was  followed  by  a  sight-seeing  trip 
of  Milledgeville  with  the  cars  of  the 
visiting  parents  forming1  a  motor 
'cade.  A  reception  at  the  Mansion 
given  by  President  J.  L.  Beeson  and 
Mrs.  Beeson  concluded  the  day.  Pres¬ 
ent  at  this  occasion  was  Dr.  Guy  H. 
,Wells(  president-elect  of  the  college, 
Who  was  to  act  as  host  for  the  next 
Parents’  Day. 

In  1035  the  observance  of  the  G. 
C.  W.  Parents’  Day  had  attracted 
enough  state-wide  attention  to  merit

Atkinson,  wife  of  the  man  who  In¬ 
troduced  into  the  state  legislature 
the  bill  which  created  the  Georgia 
State  College  for  Women,  was  tbe 
ijjutdt  of  honor.

College  Gives 
Credit  For 
European  Tour 

Initiating  a  new  and  attractive 
feature  of  college  education,  Dr.  S. 
L.  McGee  will  conduct  an  eight  weeks 
study  tour  to  Europe  this  summer. 
The  tour  is  an  outgrowth  of  and  an 
enlargement  of  a  regulation  made 
by  the  state  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  to  the  effect  that  travel  under  the 
auspices  of  any  of  the  accredited  col* 
’eges  of  the  state  for  which  the  col¬ 
lege  granted  credit  toward  a  de¬ 
gree.  would  be  acceptable  as  credit 
toward  Ihe  requirements  for  a  Teach¬ 
er’s  Certificate. 

The  tour  as  planned  will  take  the 
form  of  an  artistic  and  literary  pil¬ 
grimage  to  the  principal  countries  of 
western  Europe  and  will  combine  the 
advantages  of  leisurely  travel  with 
Ihe  economy  of  group  travel.  A  dis¬ 
tinctive  feature  of  the  tour  will  be 
the  establishment  of  social  contacts 
between  the  members  of  the  party  and 
disinguished  Europeans  in  the  sev¬ 
eral  countries  visited. 

The  group  will  leave  New  York 
on  June  17th  and  will  travel  eight 
weeks,  returning  on  August  13. 
Forty-one  days  will  be  spent  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  Half  of  that  time  will  be  spent 
in  Scotland  and  England. 

Travel  arrangements  and  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  program  are  being  hand¬ 
led  by  the  Open  Road,  Inc.,  a  travel 
organization  maintained  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  international  friendship  and 
education.  The  group  will  be  ac¬ 
companied  in  each  country  T>y  nation¬ 
al  and  local  guides  who  will  net 
as  aids,  interpreters,  and  hosts.  These 
young  men  and  women  are  not  pro¬ 
fessional  guides  but  are  picked  for 
their  knowledge  of  the  traditions  and 
history  of  their  native  lands,  their 
ability  to  speak  English,  and  their 
personality.  They  will  arrange  teas, 
lectures.  Interviews,  and  visits  with 
professors,  students  and  literary  peo¬ 
ple  in  their  respective  countires. 

The  cost  of  the  tour,  New  York  to 
New  York,  will  be  $696  third  class 
ocean  travel,  or  $660  tourist  class.  The 
figure  covers  all  the  items  usually 
included  in  a  tour  cost,  plus  several 
things  which  are  distinctive  to  this 
particular  tour:  five  performances 
of  plays,  concert  or  opera,  which  will 
be  incorporated  into  the  program  and 
to  the  costs  Incident  to  the  social 
functions  which  will  be  planned 
through  European  friends.
